No Feud 
A similar note was struck by 
Sen. Watkins (R-Utah) in a sepa­ 
rate interview. He said he thought 
Republican senators would be “ a 
peaceful group” when they assem ­ 
ble for the start of the next Con­ 
gress on Jan. 3. 
Watkins, who supported Taft for 
the GOP presidential nomination, 
said that, despite talk to the con­ 
trary, he did not think there was 
“ any feud or fight” over the post 
of Republican floor leader in the 
new Senate.

pointment of 182 attorneys to act 
as the state’s neutral supervisors 
in 82 counties, the machinery for 
the start of M ichigan’s second gov­ 
ernorship recount was pretty well 
shaped today. 
The recount will cover 82 of the 
83 counties, exempting only Ot- 
i ta wa County which has all voting 
machine precincts. 
Voting 
m a­ 
chine precincts have been spe­ 
cifically exempted by the petition­ 
er, Republican Fred M,. Alger Jr., 
who lost in the official canvass to 
Democratic G overnor Williams. 
The recount, it was finally es­ 
tablished, will cover 3,463 of the 
state’s 4,479 precincts. Yesterday 
the state board of canvassers de­ 
termined that there 
are 
1.019 
machine precincts in the state, the 
first time that total 
has 
been 
available. It proved to be larger 
than any one expected. 
As a result, Williams will get a 
refund of $3,055 from the $12,500 
deposit he filed. He overpaid be­ 
cause no one could tell him how 
many machine precincts were to 
be excluded. 
Alger asked a recount in 1,571 
precincts and paid $7,855.

Mines Ages Old 


Prehistoric mining in Michigan 
has been the subject of research 
for m any years. According to Dr. 
D rier, modern techniques, such as 
the determ ination of age by mea­ 
suring radioactivity of materials 
found in old mine pits, may solve | 
m any related problems. Research 
also entails the study of copper 
artifacts in museums of the U. S., 
Mexico, Central Am erica, Spain, 
and England, as well as excava­ 
tion of old mine pits in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Reports of miners who opened 
com m ercial mining in the Copper 
Country during the 1840’s tell of 
hundreds of prehistoric mine pits 
between 
Ontonagon 
and 
Isle 
Royale, some 
containing 
crude 
stone tools and cribbing. U n fo r­ 
tunately, 
the 
establishment 
of 
large-scale 
operations 
destroyed 
m any prehistoric pits, and modern 
historians must depend to some 
extent on century-old reports de­ 
scribing them. 
Much Ore Mined 
D r. D rier, who for many years 
has been interested in prehistoric j 
mining research, believes that an­ 
cient mine operations in M ichigan 
m ay date back as far as the stone 
age, as indicated by the discovery 
of a copper knife in the remains 
of a mastadon in Missouri and by 
the stone tools discovered in mine 
pits. He suggests that 
the 
early 
miners may have belonged to a 
race other than the Am erican In ­ 
dian and cites evidence indicat­ 
ing that they may have been de­ 
stroyed or driven from their pits 
after developing a 
vast 
mining 
empire. Historians estimate that at 
least two million pounds of the 
red metal were extracted by an­ 
cient miners on Isle Royale alone. 
Because of the purity of M ich i­ 
gan copper, making it usable w ith ­ 
out refining, it is believed that I 
most if not all of the copper used 
by 
prehistoric North 
Am ericans 
originated in Keweenawland. 
The Gannon-sponsored research 
is broad, and w ill require patient 
investigation over a long period of 
time, according to Dr. Drier. He 
suggests 
that 
anyone 
possessing 
copper artifacts such as axes, ar­ 
row and spear heads, jew elry, and j 
fish hooks, may assist m aterially 
by lending him the articles for 
further study.

Up For Recount 


LANSING (ZP)—With 
the 
ap­ 
pointment of J 82 attorneys to act 
as the state’s neutral supervisors 
in 82 counties, the machinery for 
the start of Michigan’s second gov­ 
ernorship recount was pretty well 
shaped today. 
The recount will cover 82 of the 
83 counties, exempting only Ot­ 
tawa County which has all voting 
machine precincts. 
Voting 
ma­ 
chine precincts have been spe­ 
cifically exempted by the petition­ 
er, Republican Fred M, Alger Jr., 
who lost in the official canvass to 
Democratic Governor Williams. 
The recount, it was finally es­ 
tablished, will cover 3,463 of the 
state’s 4,479 precincts. Yesterday 
the state board of canvassers de­ 
termined that there 
are 
1,019 
machine precincts in the state, the

No Public Benefit 
“It is clear that the 
law 
in 
Michigan is that a city does hoi 
have the right to vacate a part ol 
a street or sidewalk if the vaca­ 
tion is for private use or benefit,” 
City Attorney McGinn advised the 
Council in a 15-page opinion. 
“It is also clear that once vaca­ 
tion occurs, the land vacated be­ 
longs to the abutting ow ner in tee 
simple. This means that 
if 
the 
City subsequently had a use for 
the vacated portion of a sidewalk, 
it would be necessary for the city 
to acquire the property by con­ 
dem nation and to pay the owner 
thereof for the value of the land 
plus pay 
damages 
caused 
the 
owner by the retaking. 
“It is apparent from the m an­ 
ner in which the facts on this sit­ 
uation developed that 
the 
con­ 
struction of the archw ay or m ar­ 
quee was for a 
purely 
private 
purpose, done without

Should 18-Year-Olds 
Be Allowed To Vote? 
T>HE Detroit Common Council this week 
decided to conduct a survey to deter­ 
m ine whether the city's 18 to 21 year olds 
desire the voting franchise. It is proposed 
to get. the information desired by a sam p­ 
ling of youths in this age group, the survey 
to be made by the M ayor’s Youth Commit­ 
tee. 
Even before the survey gets started, we 
believe we can fairly 
accurately 
predict 
the results. The youngsters 
in 
this 
age 
group do want to vote, or at least a large 
m ajority of them do. Furtherm cie, we be­ 
lieve that they are capable of voting intel­ 
ligently. 
Youngsters reaching the age of 18 years 
now generally are seniors in hign school. 
By that time they 
have 
had 
extensive 
training in government 
and 
encourage­ 
ment in keeping up with civic events. By 
and large, they are sound in their thinking 
and in their judgment. There are excep­ 
tions, of course, but no greater percentage 
of such exceptions than 
can 
be 
found 
among their elders. 
Frankly, we do not think much of the 
argum ent that a youngster who. at 18. is 
old enough lo fight for his country is old 
enough to vote. There is, we think, a de­ 
cided difference in requirem ents. 
However, the argum ent that a 
young­ 
ster who, at 18, is old enough to get m ar­ 
ried is also old enough to vote does make 
cense. While we hardly recommend mar 
riage for youngsters at 18, the law of the 
land permits it. presum ably on the assump­ 
tion, correctly or therwise, that ot 18 a 
person’s judgem ent has m atured 
suffici­ 
ently to assume the responsibilities and ob­ 
ligations of family living. 
However, if the voting age is to be low­ 
ered to 18, it should be done at the federal 
level and not simply by states. That would 
only cause confusion because 18 year olds 
could vote then on state issues but they 
still would be ineligible to vote for candi­ 
dates for fedeial offices. 


That is ironical because it is plainly appar 
cnt that if the coal miners went on strike, 
they would do so as soon as they were cer­ 
tain that they were to be denied the full 
$1.90 wage increase.

Peril To West

rp H E early optimism that accompanied 
the daring French paratroop drops and 
tank raids in the rear of rebel Communist 
forces in Indo-China now has evaporated.

China and safe from air attack. 
These recent developments underline for 
the world once more that the Communists

skirmish but as a critical battlefield in the 
strategic contest for all Southeast Asia. We 
of the West may regard it as something less 
than critical only at our peril.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—In the summer of 1945, 
while Gen. Eisenhower was resting from 
his victory over Germany, 
there

planted in Korea the seeds 
of difficulty 
which he must try to unravel today. 
This was a headlong rush by the Siberi­ 
an Red Army south to take Korea; match­ 
ed by a Similar rush 
by the American 
Army under M acArthur north 
to

Faced with a possible clash by two sup­ 
posedly allied, but potentially hostile arm­ 
ies. their commanders did what Eisenhow 
er did when he withdrew American troops 
to the River Elbe. They drew a line along 
the 3th Paiallel, and each stopped cm its 
own side. 
Russia, which stayed in the north, got 
56 per cent of the territory, one-third of 
the people, the lion's share of the minerals, 
50 per cent of the gold, most of the coal, 
iron, and w aterpow er. 
The United States, which remained 
rn 
the south, got 44 per 
cent 
of territory, 
two-thirds of the people, the rest of the 
farm land, the best climate, fisheries, and 
a small amount of industry. 
It should have been no surprise, how­ 
ever, that the Red Army 
would

Korea. For 80 years, Moscow has 
cast a 
greedy eye at the peninsula, has coveted 
its long shore line, has realized its strate­ 
gic location. Because the army that con

Japan Sea is an ever-present danger to 
the seething, bustling, potentially powerful 
empire of Japan.

By ROBERT C. "RUARK 
NEW YORK — Tile action on 
the Hiss case, which was the re­ 
cent denial of parole after serv­ 
ing one-third of 
his 
five-year 
term for perjury amounting

treason, fetches up a long-dor­ 
mant treatise on crime and pun­ 
ishment that has bothered mc for 
years. I think I got it clear now 
If I were the state I could for­ 
give an ignorant. I could forgive 
a hasty sinner. I could even for­ 
give a murderer if he did it in a 
hurry. If any or 
all 
behaved 
themselves in jail, and if there 
were evidence 
that 
the 
crime 
were committed in heat. I would 
let ’em loose after a minimum 
of years on their 
sentence, 
and 
hope for rehabilitation. 
But I sec no point in the for­ 
giveness of an intellectual crime, 
performed by a man of superior 
intellect, of mature years, and in 
full, cold possession of his rea­ 
soning faculties. Whether 
it 
be 
implied treason or planned mur­ 
der. there is no charity 
in 
my 
thinking for a guy who goes and 
docs it as a result of the undue 
exercise nf his reason. 
A Suoerior Brain 
The 
intellectual 
m a t a d o r 
earns his rap when they hang it 
on him, and no amount of soft­ 
headedness by the captors 
can 
argue that this was a misguided 
kid who didn’t know 
what 
he 
was doing 
when 
he 
done 
it. 
Therefore, he is presumed to be 
without salvage 
value, 
because 
no amount of formal punishment 
as 
predicated 
by 
prison 
can 
swerve 
an 
intellect. Rehabilita­ 
tion is 
impossible 
for 
a 
man 
whose brain is far superior to his 
warden and to his 
fellow 
con­ 
victs. 
You are. therefore, 
punishing 
this man: you are not attempting 
to reform him. You are exercis­ 
ing the mosaic law and not the 
modern, restrictive healing theory 
of p enology. You 
are 
shutting 
hun away from life and making 
his own life uncomfortable mere­ 
ly to qxact retribution. It is not 
a terrible retribution, such as the 
death penalty for swiping atom 
secrets, but any time you shut j 
anybody up he isn't very happy 
until he gets out. 
It occurs to me 
that 
prison, 
also, is a valuable apprenticeship 
for the re-workers of the world. 
From Stalin to Trotsky to Hitler. | 
they all* did time, during which 
period they mulled 
over 
their 
theories and put them into books. 
I presume Hiss is writing a book 
on how he w as wronged. There 
is ample time for it where he is. 
at Lewisburg, which is 
not

tough fug and sometimes is called 
“The C ountrv Club.” 
The Martyr Hero
